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Paper barrels are recommended for flour pack- 
ages in respect of lightness, strength, preserva- 
tion, quality and general economy. The de- 
mand for them has been greater than the supply 
hitherto, or, properly speaking, their production 
has not yet developed to an extent which would 
permit the manufacturers to meet the probable 
requirements of purchasers, Several machines 
have been devised for the manufacture of paper 
barrels, and as matter of interest the appended 
description of one of the latest of these machines 
is given. 

The object of this machine is the production of 
bilged paper barrels by forming a flat web of 
paper pulp, curving this web transversely, and 
winding it in several layers lapped one upon an- 
other upon a bilged formed exhausted cylinder. 

The engravings illustrate this machine, Fig. 1 
representing a side elevation, partly in section 
of the feeding end portion, and Fig. 2 across sec- 
tional elevation, illustrating the structare of the 
barrel-forming cylinder. 

The pulp is admitted, through a pipe, 50, into 
a mixing-box consisting of a series of chambers 
formed by partitions 51 52, from which the prop- 
erly prepared pulp flows over the partitions, 
. and finally into the main settling vat 53. From 
this settling vat a suitable quantity of material 
flows over the partition 54 into the cylinder vat 
55, its passage being controlled by a gate, 56. In 
this vat 55 a making cylinder, 57, is arranged 
to revolve in suitable bearings, and is provided 
with an eduction pipe or pipes, 58, to convey off 
the water that passes through the reticulated 
shell of the making cylinder in the process of 
depositing the floating fibres contained in the 
stuff or pulp. As this making cylinder revolves, 
it takes up a film or thin web of pulp upon its 
surface and conveys the same to the point oc- 
cupied by a couching or sponge roller, 59, around 
which runs an endless felt, 60, the web of pulp 
being thereby removed from the cylinder, trans- 
ferred by the action of the coucher to the felt, 
and carried onward upon the upper surface of 
thelatter to the bilged forming cylinder. The 
reticulated surface of the making cylinder is 
properly cleansed by means of a spray pipe, 61, 
the water flowing from which washes the shell 
of the making cylinder, so as to render its condi- 
tion proper to repeat the making operation. 

The making cylinder is formed of spoked heads 
connected by a frame work of longitudinal rods 
upon which a shell of wire cloth or similar re- 
ticulated material is supported, and the couching 
roller 59 is covered with sponge or similar soft 
substance, as is common in paper making ma- 
chines. The felt 60 passes from the couching roll 
59 through the forming mechanism; thence be- 
tween driving rollers, and returns over a leading 
roller, stretching rollers and guiding rollers; 
thence through squeezing rolls to the surface of 
the making cylinder 57, and in its passage it is 
thoroughly cleansed by means of a stream of 
water from a supply pipe and a felt washer 
that revolves over a water box. Its tension is 
regulated by means of the stretching roller, 46, 
whose shaft is provided at opposite ends with nuts 
that are engaged by screw-threaded shafts 33, 
journaled in ears attached to the side frames and 
simultaneously turned by means of bevel-pinions 
that are engaged by similar pinions carried by a 
cross shaft that is supplied with a crank 
wheel. 


The apparatus for forming the bilged barrel- 
body is duplex, each single apparatus consisting 
of a reticulated forming cylinder, 10, of bilge 
shape, and provided with an exhaust mechan- 
ism, which cylinder, during the forming opera- 
tion, rests upon a sectional supporting roller 41, 
the surface of which is concave. Each forming 
cylinder 10 is composed of a sectional body, con- 
sisting of bilge-shaped segment plates capable of 
being expanded into cylindrical form, or drawn 
within each other, or collapsed. These segments 
are metal plates made strong enough to resist 
pressure, and perforated to admit the passage of 
air and fluid. They are each covered externally 
with several layers of wire-cloth, the first layer 
of which is coarse, the second somewhat finer, 
and so on, the last being fine enough to prevent 
the pulp or stuff sinking within the surface far 
enough to rupture the material or prevent the 
perfect operation of theapparatus. To prevent 
the deposit of dust upon the wire-cloth, or its 
apertures otherwise becoming clogged, this form- 
ing cylinder is covered by an endless piece of 
coarse muslin or other material, which, while 
admitting the passage of air, will collect dust 
and fine particles of dirt upon its surface and 
admit of ready cleansing. This is represented by 
the continuous surface shown in Fig. 2. 

The wire-cloth covering is segmental—that is 
to say, each segment carries its own reticulated 
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covering, which forms an integral portion of the 
segment plate, so that the parts may all move 
together. Each segment plate has its ends shaped 
to fit the inner flange of cylinder heads 20 21, 
near which ends the segments are provided with 
projecting guide studs that travel in radial slots, 
formed in ribs projecting from the inner face of 
the cylinder heads 20 21. These segment plates 
are all supported by the shaft 22, each alternate 
segment plate being connected at opposite ends 
to the shaft by arms 11, pivoted at one end to 
ears projecting from the segment, and at the 
other end pivoted to a hub, 12, splined or other- 
wise securely fastened to the shaft; and the in- 
tervening segments, as 3, are provided with un- 
dercut edges, against which the flanged edges 
of the segments 2 bear in supporting said seg- 
ments 3 in their outward position. Said latter 
segments are also yrovines near their ends with 
laterally projecting arms 5 that are arranged so 
as to be axpest at times by the edges of the 
segments 2, in the operation of collapsing and 
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readjusting the forming cylinder. The heads 
20 21 are centered and turn upon the shaft 22 

In order to move the segments either in expand- 
ing or withdrawing them, the shaft 22 is provid- 
ed at one end, outside of the head 20, with a 
fixed collar, constructed to be engaged by a suit- 
able instrument. It may be polygonal to receive 
a wrench, or provided with numerous holes to 
receive a rod, and in order to secure its adjusted 
position it may havea set screw. The head 20 
is also provided with a means for holding it sta- 
tionary during this adjusting operation, the 
holes and rod being preferred. As stated, each 
cylinder rests, during the forming operation, 
upon a concave surfaced sectional roller con- 
structed of a number of narrow pulleys or disks, 
each of a shape to adapt the entire roller to con- 
form to the contour of the forming cylinder. 
These disks or pulleys are secured between collars 
on the shaft, and are each free to rotate inde- 
pendently. 

Each cylinder is provided with an exhaust 
mechanism. This consists of a hollow shaft, 23, 
which connects with any suitable exhaust ap- 
paratus, the shaft having a reduced surface ea 
afford a bearing seat for the hollow shaft 22 o 
the cylinder. The hollow shaft 23 is reo 
with a number of holes, and the shaft 22 is like- 
wise perforated, the perforations being arranged 
so that those in the hollow shaft 22 will, as that 
shaft is rotated with the cylinder 10, coincide 
with the perforations in the shaft 23, and thus 
permit the air and water to be exhausted from 
within the cylinder, and, together with whatever 
fluid is exhausted from the barrel body, to be 
conducted off. 


After the web of pulp has been formed on the 
making cylinder, asin paper making, it is carried 
by the felt to the forming cylinder, and as the 
latter is approached the felt assumes a curved 
transverse plane that causes the web of pulp 
to be gradually bent into the concave form in 
which it is to be delivered to the forming cylin- 
der. 

This is effected by the curvature imparted 
to the felt by its being clamped between the con- 
vex surface of the cylinder 10 and the concave 
surface of the roller 41. As the wet web passes 
between the cylinder 10 and roller 41 it is more 
or less pressed, a considerable quantity of the 
fluid it holds in suspension being thus expelled 
from its body. This fluid descends into a pan, 
69, arranged beneath the roller 41, from which 
it is conveyed away by a pipe, 68. 

The somewhat consolidated and still wet web of 
pulp taken up on the surface of the forming 
cylinder is wound thereon until the surface is 
covered, whereupon the air exhaust tends to 
create a vacuum within the cylinder, thus draw- 
ing the wet web closely upon the reticulated 
surface of the cylinder and sucking much of the 
fluid remaining in the web into the cylinder, 


from whence it escapes over the conducting 
wings 13 14 and through the hollow shaft 23. The 
winding continues until enough laps of the web 
have been collected upon the cylinder to consti- 
tute a barrel body of the desired thickness and 
strength. The forming cylinder 10, having the 
pulp barrel body upon its surface, is then ele- 
vated, which action breaks the wet pulp web 
and brings the companion cylinder 10 down into 
co-operation with the felt 60, whereupon the 
winding or forming operation is repeated upon 
that cylinder. 

The barrel body upon the raised forming 
cylinder is now removed as follows: A wrench 
or other suitable tool is applied to the collar of 
the shaft 22, which is turned sufficiently to col- 
lapse the cylinder to a diameter smaller than the 
least diameter of the formed barrel body, so 
that the latter can be removed lengthwise from 
off the cylinder, the consolidated barrel body 
being strong enough to bear transferring to the 
press. The finishing is done in a press which is 
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so framed as to receive the barrel and turn it out 


complete. 


Coloring Paper Pulp.

[Conclusion.,] 
THe CHARACTER AND HARMONY OF COLORS. 


A good many shades of color can only be pro- 
duced by mixing extracts of pigments of vari- 
ous colors. Even the experienced manufacturer 
requires in such cases the knowledge of the 
natural laws of cause and effect connected with 
the mixture of colors. 

“Colors” signify the sensations communicated 
to the sense of the eye under the influence of 
light, and according to their characteristics they 
impress the mind more or less vividly, and pro- 
duce on the organs of sight either a pleasant or 
unpleasant effect in accordance with the arrange- 
ment in which they are presented to it. The 
simple fundamental colors, yellow, red and blue, 
are met with absolutely pure only in colored 
lights, which in their joint effect appear as sun- 
light, and are called single colored, while all 
known pigments, with the exception of a few 
very purely colored aniline shades, are split into 
various colors when refracted through the glass 
prism. A sun ray refracted through a prisin 
shows the so called spectral colors, red, orange, 
yellow, green, blue, and violet. Hypothetically, 
we imagine that they are formed by the varying 
oscillating velocity of the ether of light supposed 
to exist. The colored lights in the order in 
which we have just given them are said to be- 
come visible within the bounds of velocity of not 
less than 400,000,000,000, and not over 800,000,- 
000,000 ether vibrations to the second. 

Colors stand between light and darkness. 
White corresponds to light, black to darkness. 
Yellow approaches white nearest, blue is nearest 
to darkness; red lies between yellow and blue. 
With respect to brightness, the mixed colors 
composed from the fundamental colors therefore 
stand as follows: 

Orange between red and yellow. 

Violet between red and blue. 

Green between blue and yellow. 

By mixing the fundamental colors, red, yel- 
low, blue, in suitable proportions, we obtain 
gray; the same whenever a mixed color com- 
posed of two fundamental colors is united with 
the fundamental color not represented, in which 
case the mixed color furnishes the complemental 
color to the fundamental color and vice versa. 

By dilution dyestuffs lose in point of vigor of 
expression and they turn pale or appear lighter, 
while, in the contrary event, their typical ap- 
pearance shines forth clearer. A full color is an 
expression which may be used in order to desig- 
nate a shade which in its specific character em- 
bodies the highest expression of it. 
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A full color is not, therefore, synonymous with 
a darkened one. 

Glazed paper will always appear of a duller 
color than paper not so treated. 

The best light in which we are able to form 
the most accurate judgment is medium daylight, 
for, in glaring sunlight color is reflected whitish ; 
at dawn it will appear less full. 

Full colors belonging to the group of “bright” 
ones are also called intense. A reddish cast im- 
parts fire to the color. White, gray or black 
affect both the fullness and the intensity of the 
tints. 

Colors are either warm and salient, like yel- 
low, orange, red, crimson, yellowish green and 
brown; or cold and repulsive, like blue, bluish 
green and violet. Pure green and gray are 


situate midway between both groups. 

By adding thereto yellowish red, they appear 
warm, and by mixing them with blue or violet 
they appear cold. Reddish orange is, in nature, 
the warmest and most salient mixture of color, 





for it is the only one capable of imparting to all 
colors, with which it is mixed, the character of 
warmth. As a general thing light colors, in 
contradistinction from dark ones, are salient, in 
such a manner that even warmer, dark tints 
will recede when held against colder, light 
colors. 

The yellow light of artificial illumination ex- 
ercises a material influence upon the appearance 
of colors. White will assume a yellowish shade, 
while yellow will appear lighter. Red colors 
become more salient, while blue and violet in 
dark colors recede; a light blue will turn green- 
ish and greenish yellow. 

On contemplating, for example, for half a 
minute, a piece of paper of two square centi- 
metres, colored with a full color, and placing 
the same upon a black foundation, and then sud- 
denly, without closing the eye, looking at a 
white sheet of paper, there will appear, after a 
few seconds, upon it a spectrum of the same size 
in the complemental color. The physiological 
complemental colors are—of 


Red : Green; 
Yellow : Violet; 
Blue : Orange; 
and on the other hand, of 
Green : Red; 
Violet : Yellow; 
Orange : Blue. 


Complemental colors in their reciprocal effect 
are strictly harmonious, and therefore offer the 
safest starling point for harmonious composition 
of color. Upon arranging a sample book of col- 
ored papers this is therefore not to be over- 
looked, if we wish every color to appear unal- 
tered and if we want the impression produced 
upon the eye to be a pleasant one. The organ 
of sight is inclined, on perceiving a color, to 
communicate its complemental color to its sur- 
roundings. If, therefore, two distinct but 
equally saturated or full color surfaces are 
brought out into contact with each other, each 
will absorb certain rays and reflect comple- 
mental ones, which through their reaction 
change the color by its side. This is usually 
called contrast of color and, on bringing to 
gether green and violet, for example, it will 
operate as follows: The complemental color of 
green is pink; of violet, yellow. The green will 
consequently turn more yellowish, while the 
violet will appear more reddish than in the iso- 
lated state. 

On arranging together light and dark, and 
pale and full colors, their physiological effect 
will become more pronounced. Two gradations 
of a color, placed alongside of each other, will 
undergo a change at their plane of contact, a 
change which is called contrast of tint. The 
pale tint appears still feebler, while on the con- 
trary the fuller gradation of color will appear of | 
a deeper cast. 

As I have mentioned before, the effect of two 
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colors will be all the more striking the more 
they approach complemental colors. Although 
the placing alongside of each other of comple- 
mental colors of full tints is in conformity 
with the laws of harmony, it will easily appear 
crude, like, for example, red and green. We, 
therefore, resort to various degrees of strength, 
and by combining them, we soften the glaring 
impression or we allow black or gray to inter- 
vene, and these are furthermore suitably em- 
ployed as a medium for harmonizing colors. 
White is most suitable with light colors, while 
black is best matched with full or dark colors, 
blue only excepted. The gradation of color in 
the spectrum shows how different groups of col- 
ors in their branch colors may be arranged 
alongside of each other; i. e., carmine, scarlet, 
cinnabar, reddish orange, orange, golden yellow, 
yellow, greenish yellow, green, bluish green, 
greenish blue, blue, reddish blue, bluish violet, 
reddish violet, and purple. The arrangement 
together of colors related to each other, in 
groups, as shown in the gradation, though not 
unpleasant to the eye, is not advisable, inasmuch 
as in their real appearance the colors modify 
each other. 

Next to paper chrome yellow in color bluish 
violet (methyl violet) will be the most suitable. 

Pure canary yellow produces a favorable ef- 
fect, together with dark violet blue. Golden 
yellow, which lies midway between a pure yel- 
low and orange, will combine harmoniously 
with reddish blue, while yellowish chamois (light 
ochre yellow) will match well with light blue 
(greenish Paris blue). Confronted with light 
yellow the complemental color may be replaced 
by purple (violet red). 

A good effect will be produced by placing 
colors are Oe ee 

Brown is a darkened ange Eee ae 
fore, be well matched with green in all its 
shades, while a full orange can only be used in 
conjunction with a bluish green. 

Brown and blue also produce a harmonious 
effect when used together, especially if the brown 
color has a slight grayish tint. 

Pink and carmine red produce suitable com- 
binations with pure blue or a brownish green. 

Pink or purple red match well with yellowish 
green. 

Cinnabar red or mandarine are the most sali- 
ent colors, and their fire may be enhanced by 
sea green. But this is a combination which has 
much hardness; a combination of cinnabar red 
with orange or red, with which it has affinity, is 
therefore preferable. 

By means of a neutral gray reddish yellow, 
colors may be made to match well with others. 
Furthermore, the combination of a pure red 
with bluish green is too harsh in its effect; by 
placing black between them a suitable separation 
is effected. 

Yellowish green will do well alongside of vio- 
let, while the combinations thereof with blue are 
the reverse of handsome. 

The indications given in what precedes do not 
by any means cover the entire field of harmony 
of color, but they will answer the purpose of 
serving as a starting point for the arranging of 
sample books.

On Haemateine and the Extract of Log- 
wood as met with in Commerce. 





In order to make a comparison of the value of 
haemateine and the best extracts of logwood met 
with in the market, I determined the French ex- 
tract of Dubosc (I.) and the American extract of 
Sanford. The portions soluble in ether and in 
alcohol were also determined in each preparation, 
as well as the insoluble residue. Disregarding 
small quantities of resin and volatile oils—we 
commit no appreciable error if we take as haema 
toxyline the portion soluble in ether, and ax 
haemateine the part which is soluble in alcobol, 
but insoluble in ether. 

Commercial haemateine was found to contain, 
in round numbers, 54 per cent. of haematoxy line, 
28 of haemateine, 6 of insoluble residue, and 10 
of water. 

Dubose’s extract contains 54 of haematoxyline, 
20 of haemateine, 10 of residue, and 15 of water. 
Sanford’s extract contains 51 of haematoxyline, 
10 of haemateine, 17 of insoluble matter, and 20 
of water. 

The more carefully the logwood chips are fer 
mented before extraction the more haemateine 
is formed. From the above figures it may be 
concluded that the haemateine of commerce is a 
pure, well dried extract of logwood, prepared 
from carefully fermented materials.— Deutsche 
Industrie Zeitung.

The subject of our export trade is one which 
interests in an equal degree the Eastern and the 
Western manufacturer; but there is no denying 
the fact that as, the principal paper manufact- 
uring centre is in the East, so the subject of 
paper exportation must interest mainly the East. 
But we are not without paper exporters in the 
West. 
land Paper Company are doing a large export 
business in paper napkins. These goods are 
cheap, and in clubs, restaurants, &c., are con- 
sidered “ quite the thing.” It is not surprising 
that the English taste for peculiarity and the 
French taste for neatness and novelty should at 
once lead to the adoption of such goods. 

I do not know whether Mr. Upp, of Elkhart, 
Ind., does any exporting or not; but certainly, 
in his tissue paper, the importers of letter copy- 
ing books in French goods will be likely to find 
a formidable competitor. The copying books 
made from this paper are said to possess the 
very finest qualities, and there is no knowing 
but that it may drive the French stock entirely 
from our market, and may finally meet it upon 
its own native soil. 

An export trade might also be started in 
wrapping and building papers, in the manufact- 
ure of which the West especially indulges. 

The possibility of exporting pulp is not much 
talked of, but I think the goods recently put 
upon the market by Bradner Smith & Co., of 
our city, might find in this direction a profitable 
outlet. 

In conclusion I would say you have one corre- 
spondent who must be a very pious man, for no 
matter what novelty is suggested to the trade 
he wafts it aside with the piece of Bible, contemp- 
tuously quoted, ‘‘There is nothing new under 
the sun.” 

Now, the gentleman may be absolutely cor- 
rect. Caldwell’s conveyor may not be a new 
thing in the manufacture of paper, and it may 
be the same with many other things; but the 
simple assertion that an idea is not new does 
not detract one particle from its usefulness or 
importance. It is Lowell who says about another 
subject what will apply very well in this case: 

“ Though old the thought and oft expressed, 
"Tis his at last who says it best.” 

Now, a thing may be good in principle though 
badly applied; but the man always comes who 
understands both principle and application, and 
the present form of the screw conveyor is a case 
in point. The galvanized iron conveyor is just 
the thing for coarse papers, and the same con- 
veyor made of brass or copper will solve the 
whole stuff pump problem atastroke. Let those 
interested see to it. G. B. H.

Holyoke Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Hotyoxe, Mass., September 1, 1881. 

For a year or more the Hartford and Con- 
necticut Valley Railroad Company has been 
working up the project of building an extension 
to this city, attracted by the rapidly increasing 
freight business between Holyoke and New 
York. Both Hartford and Holyoke being on 
the west side of the Connecticut river, no large 
bridge would be necessary and the road could 
otherwise be built at a reasonable expense. We 
are now served by the Connecticut River road 
and the New Haven and Northampton, besides 
the river itself, through whose shallow channel 
a few small boats bring up more or less coal 
every year. It has been said by opponents of 
the new scheme that two roads with the pros- 
pects of improved navigation of the river are 
enough for Holyoke; but the manufacturers and 
merchants here think otherwise and are much 
pleased with the enterprise of the Valley Com- 
pany. Since the short line was built to West- 
field, connecting with the New Haven and 
Northampton, all freight rates have been re- 
duced a great deal, and it is argued that a 
third line would do more of the same 
business. But the company is now meeting 
opposition from a strange source, which may de- 
feat the whole project. This is the idea of the 
West Springfield people that the road is going 
toinjure them. The company wants to run be- 
tween the river and the residence quarter of the 
town, and the property owners bring up the old 
argument that their places will be damaged by 
the road, when the fact is that the town, asa 
whole, must be greatly benefited by a railroad 
running parallel with the river. It has been the 
universal experience that railroads have not 
only helped, but created, towns and it would be 
strange if West Springfield was to furnish the 
only exception. It is feared that the opposition 
will create such a feeling, that such land dam- 
ages will be demanded as will defeat the road. 
The company says it will be too expensive build- 
ing the line the other side of the village, besides 
lengthening the route unnecessarily. Holyoke 
is very much interested, and does not by any 
means consider the road a “‘superfluity,” as one 
of the Springfield papers has called it, allowing, 
however, that it might benefit this city some. 

The Chemical Paper Company has solved an 
important problem. Ever since the Water 
Power Company announced its policy of charg- 
ing for extra water used, there has been a gen- 
eral inquiry as to what the Chemical Company 
would do. I do not know whether it is true or 
not, but it is reported that this company uses 
thirty-two mill powers for its immense wood 
pulp and paper business. This is over 2,000 
horse-powers, and takes double the quantity of 
water allowed by its lease, and some statistical 
individuals have figured up the amount the com- 
pany would have to pay for the extra water it 
would need, This, it has been asserted, would 
be enough to ‘prevent the successful running 


of the whole establishment. More or less of | imeem. = =

water privilege of theirown. It is at Hartland 
| Falls, in the town of Hartland, Vt., which is the 
| hext town below Hartford, where the large 
| privilege recently bought by the Crockers is 
situated. The property of the Newtons is only 
| a few miles below White River Junction, the 
railroad centre of the region. The natural fall 
of the river there is eight feet, which will be in- 
creased to fifteen feet by a substantial dam, and 
as soon as this improvement can be made and 
the buildings erected the ground pulp depart- 
ment of the Chemical Company’s works will be 
removed there. Poplar and spruce wood can be 
obtained there more economically than here, 
and the pulp can be sent to Holyoke direct by 
rail to be made into paper. The company will 
have all the water of the river at that point to 
use, with no one to shut it off. The Newtons are 
driving men, and no doubt the work will begin 
atonce. Holyoke will still retain nearly all of 
the business, and our Water Power Company 
will be relieved to have less water used on the 
third level, which it is difficult to supply 
speedily. 

Parker & Norton, proprietors of the Holyoke 
Herald and printing office, have dissolved part- 
nership, and Stanley H. Parker, who has been 
sole editor, continues the business. Mr. Norton 
has taken a situation in the office of the Catholic 
Journal, Andrew J. Hunter, of the Transcript 
office, has opened a job office of his own on 
High street. 

The month that has just closed has been a 
prosperous one for the paper manufacturers, as, 
indeed, has the whole summer—a remark which, 
I think, I have made before. But August ought 
on general principles to be a dull month, and the 
contrast this year cannot fail to occasion re- 








mark. The prices of paper and stock both re- ; 


main firm, tae value of each in market having 
come to be more of a fixed quantity than used 
to be the case. 

The Franklin Paper Company is putting up a 
small addition to its mill to put a 40 horse-power 
steam engine in, and the Dickinson & Clark 
Paper Company has also just put in an engine 
of the same power. There is no restriction to 
the amount of steam power the paper mills can 
use. 

The Riverside and Valley companies are hard 
at work this hot weather with their improve- 
ments, and will push things right along until 
they can run full capacity. The weather is 
very trying to the help and, indeed, to all 
classes of humanity; but cooler days must come 
soon. H. 





The Last Ball Match.

The Duanes 
led the Beekmans two at the end of the first 
inning, four at the end of the third inning, six at 
the end of the fourth inning; but on the fifth the 
entire character of the game changed, as the 
Beekmans made ten on that inning, and the 
Duanes one, which brought the Beekmans out 
three ahead on the completion of the fifth inning.

A new industry or manufacture has been un- 
dertaken in England, namely, the production of 
paint from steel scale for the protection of iron 
and steel from corrosion in any position and in 
any climate. The scale for this purpose is that 
which falls from the metal as it passes through 
the rolls; and this is ground by special machin- 
ery until it becomes as free from grit as flour, 
and then it is intermixed with boiling oil and 
coloring matter. The paint is of two kinds—the 
anti-corrosive, for use bove water, to prevent 
structures from rusting, and the anti-foul- 
ing, for use under water, to prevent an 
imal and vegetable life from attaching to 
ships’ bottoms and otheriron work. Itis claimed 
that, if painted with two coats of the composition, 
a vessel may go to India or Australia and return 
with a clean bottom; the anti-corrosive cover- 
ing, it is also asserted, if*much more effectual 
for blast furnaces than gas tar. 

Two Frenchmen have recently introduced int« 
Paris a new electric lamp which, because of its 
mellow lustre, they call the “Sunlight.” The 
light is formed by boring two conveying holes 
into a small brick of marble and inserting two 
carbon rods which nearly penetrate the brick 
and are separated at their points by a partition 
of the marble. Their upper ends are connected 
to the dynamo-electric machine, and the current 
in traversing the wall of marble between the 
points make it white hot. The gas escapes by 
the bore-holes, which are wider than the rods, 
while the light is emitted by the bottom of the 
brick, which becomes calcined. 


A curious thing occurred lately in the works 
of M. Fleury, at Cette, France. The feed water 
of the boiler giving much incrustation, M 
Fleury was advised to put into the boiler some 
fragments of zinc as a deincrustant, and did so. 
In a few days, spite of oiling, the steam engine 
began to work very badly, the piston catching 
a great deal, and it soon became necessary to 
stop and make examination. The piston was 
found to be covered with a thick adherent layer 
of copper. It was put on the lathe, and at cer- 
tain ovalized points the metallic layers were so 
thick that the tool worked in copper alone. The 
explanation given by M. Fleury is this: The 
boiler was connected with the engine by copper 
pipes. Particles of zinc carried off by the steam 
would form with the copper numberless small 
galvanic couples; hence the transport of copper 
to the piston, which would principally attract 
them by reason of its motion and of the heating 
produced. It isremarked in Les Mondes that the 
eminently electric properties of expanding steam 
may have helped in development of the phenom- 


enon.

To REMOVE DRiep OIL FROM IRON OR BRass.— 
To effect this without scraping, a large number 
of plans can be suggested. Ammonia (spirits of 
hartshorn), soda or soda lye, spirits of turpen- 
tine, a mixture of alcohol and ether, or ben- 
zine (petroleum spirit) may be used, and any 
one of them may be found to answer the purpose. 
The use of alkali (ammonia or soda) will probably 
prove the most effective; but it must be used 
cautiously, on account of its corrosive action, 
and afterwards thoroughly removed.

Keeping the Rolls Level. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

If there is one thing about a paper machine 
more essential than another it is keeping the 
rolls level. This is how the machine was put up 
at first, and how it was intended to be kept. 
How is this to be done? The answer is simple, 
if we only go right about it. In the first place, 
care should be taken in oiling the machine to see 
that every roll‘or bearing, according to dimen- 
sions, gets an equal share; and yet how often do 
we see this duty intrusted to a careless boy, too 
lazy to bend his back, and who would prefer 
tramping over a piece of paper fifty times a day 
rather than stoop to lift it. Under such circum- 
stances, rolls that are high on the machine come 
in for a good share of the oil, while others that 
are low fare badly. The machine, notwith- 
standing, keeps running along at the regular 
speed, until sume of the rolls drop out of their 
places, which at the time causes an excitement; 
but a new stand is procured, and the stir is soon 
over. A flaw in the metal or bad place in the 
casting is generally said to be the cause of it.

Cleaning the Brass. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

One great evil attending the wire department 
of a Fourdrinier machine is the scouring and 
scrubbing of brass. Itis common in some mills 
for this purpose to use brick dust. The brass to 
be scoured and the spindles of the rolls are so 
closely connected that it is almost impossible to 
prevent the dust from getting on the journal. I 
have seen and so have other machine tenders, 
when the polishing was over, five or six of the 
tube rolls standing still and the wire dragging 
over the top of them. I once tended machine 
for a manager who was so much disgusted with 
the practice of gravel scouring that he took a pot 
of black varnish one day, and he not only painted 
the brass at the wire, but everything that had 
the appearance of brass along the machine. He 
was right, too. When the bearing of a roll gets 
warm on one end, it is natural to suppose that 
the roll at that end will be lowest. It is a little 
different, however, with tbe breast roll, owing to 
the strain of the wire. This roll will be thrown 
out of square, which in the long run amounts to 
one and the same thing, as all have a tendency 
to slacken the wire at the worn end of the roll. 
This is frequently a source of complaint in mak- 
ing a thin sheet, as, when the wet pulp coming 
| along reaches one of those rolls that are lower 

than the rest, the pulp forces its way under the 
| deckel strap, thus giving the paper a bad edge. 
| It sometimes happens that one or more of the 
| tube rolls are bent in the middle. This is caused

shape should be taken out and straightened or 
new ones put in their places, and the bearings 
worn down from the effects of brick dust should 
be filled with babbitt metal, so that all of the rolls 
will be level. The leveling can best be accom- 
plished when putting on a new wire, and when 
the wire is put on the next best step would be 
to give the brass every where around the machine 
a good thick coat of paint—the darker the color 
the better. It will cause a little grumbling and 
growling at first, but will be best in the end.

Obituary. 





GEORGE BERTRAM. 

The death of George Bertram, of East Sci- 
ennes, Edinburgh, Scotland, is announced. THE 
JOURNAL is indebted to a subscriber, who is an 
old friend of Mr. Bertram, Tor the following 
sketch taken from an Edinburgh paper: 

‘*George Bertram, one of our most respected 
citizens, and a man of rare gifts as a practical 
mechanical engineer, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence of Ravenswood, Grange. The son of the 
manager of the paper mills of Mr. Cameron, one 
of the first erected in the Esk Valley, Mr. Ber- 
tram was born in 1808, and from his earliest 
youth was associated with the paper making in- 
dustry, then in its infancy, his father having 
made the first machine under Mr. Cameron’s 
patent to produce paper mechanically from the 
pulp. This, however, was soon superseded by 
the Fourdrinier machine, which his son, the sub- 
ject of this notice, brought to such perfection. 
By his great mechanical skill and inventions, Mr. 
Bertram did more, perhaps, than any man of 
his generation in bringing the paper making 
machine to its present state of perfection. He 
knew from his boyhood the practical art of 
paper making, then mostly done by the hand. 
Early in life he was apprenticed as a practical 
mechanic, and, from his family connection with 
the paper industry, he from the first devoted his 
special attention to the improving of paper mak- 
ing machinery. He commenced business on his 
own account with his brother William about 
1828, at East Sciennes, then in a comparatively 
small way; and on his brother’s retirement about 
28 years ago, he carried on the business personal. 
ly for many years, latterly at the present works 
of St. Katherine’s, Sciennes. Under his mechan- 
ical genius these works, which may be now said 
to be of more than European reputation, grew 
and prospered to their present dimensions. Not 
only did Mr. Bertram give a great impetus to 
our paper making industry by his inventive skill, 
but he was equally successful in the adaptation 
of machinery in his own extensive works, 
where machinery may be seen to work with 
more than the precision of human hands, redu- 
cing the necessity of human labor to a minimum. 
The works have been frequently described in 
mechanical journals, and have been visited by 
practical engineers from all parts cf the world. 
At the International Exhibition of 1862, Mr. 
Bertram gained the first class medal for the im- 
proved paper making machine, which has been

when he removed to Drylaw House, near Edin- 
burgh, after which his extensive business was 
oarried on by his sons. A few years ago he re- 
turned to Edinburgh to be near medical advice, 
and has since resided at Ravenswood. . He was 
too busy a man to take an active part in politics, 
either local or imperial, but through life he was 
a decided and consistent Liberal, alike in mat 
ters of church and state. Among his own work- 
men he was uniformly respected as a just and 
fair master, in whom they reposed the utmost 
confidence. Always natural and unostentatious 
in manner, there was yet a dignity in his straight 
forward simplicity, and he scorned everything 
that savored of meanness or double dealing. 
He will be much mourned by many whom he 
has served and by all who knew him. He is 
survived by a widow, five sons, and thre« 
daughters.” 





JOHN LEwIs. 

John Lewis, of the firm of Hooper, Lewis & 
Co., Boston, died of typho-pneumonia at Sharon, 
Mass., on Monday last, after two months’ illness, 
He had been forty-nine years in the stationery 
trade. His remains were taken to his home in 
Boston. 

In response toa call from Thomas Groom & 
Co., the stationers of Boston met at the firm’s 
store on September 1, at ten o’clock, to take ac- 
tion in regard to the death of their late associate, 
John Lewis, of the firm of Hooper, Lewis & Co. 
The meeting was called to order by C. A. Cut- 
ting, of Thomas Groom & Co., and the following 
remarks were made by him: 


GENTLEMEN—We have taken it upon ourselves to 
ask your presence at this time to take suitable action 
arising from the decease of our late friend, John 
Lewis, of the firm of Hooper, Lewis & Co., of this 
city. It is well sometimes for business men to pause 
and reflect. The days, weeks, months and years pass 
us in such rapi@ succession that we are almost un- 
conscious of the lapse of time, until some event like 
the present causes us to stop and remember that 
there is a limit to our powers, that we are in fact 
mortal, and that time with us will cease to be. This 
fact is always brought home to us when an asso- 
ciate drops out by the way. I first knew our late 
friend in the spring of 1845. He was then a young 
man in the employ of the firm of Benja- 
min Loring & Co. at No. 1% State street 
and he seemed to me at that time the embodiment 
of youthful vigor and manly beauty, giving the 
promise of a long and useful life. He continued for 
many years with that firm as clerk. and as partner 
with its successors to the present time—a representa- 
tive man of a representative house in the stationery 
trade, an active, busy life of about fifty years. We 
know that a man is right when he always commands 
the esteem, respect and affections of his associates, 
which we believe was strictly true in his case. He 
was a man remarkable fcr attention to business and 
being always at his post, his only sickness during 
these years being his last. Called now, in the full- 
ness of his powers, from his famlly and business 
associates to “that bourne from whence no traveler 
returns,” we have met to recognize the hand of God 
in the dispensation of his Providence and as busi- 
ness associates to take suitable action on the occasion 
that has brought us together. : 

On motion of E. E. Clark, Mr. Cutting was 
chosen chairman of the meeting; and, on motion 
of the same gentleman, I. L. Kidder, of the 
Cutter Tower Company, was chosen secretary. 

Remarks were made by E. E. Clark; Mr. 
Gay, of the firm of A. R. Gay & Co.; Mr. 
Tucker, of J. L. Fairbanks & Co.; J. M. Whit- 
temore, and the secretary. 

On motion of Mr. Clark, a committee of 
three, consisting of the chairman, secretary and 
Mr. Tucker, were chosen to draw up resolutions 
for the adoption of the meeting, and the follow- 
ing was submitted: 

Whereas, God in His providence has seen fit to re 
move our late esteemed associate by the hand of 
death, we desire to place upon record our apprecia- 
tion of his character as a man and merchant and of 
our loss of a friend and business associate. 

Voted, That we will close our places of business 
to-morrow (Friday, September 2). from 1:30 to 3 
o'clock, to attend the funeral services. 

Voted, That the secretary forward a copy of these 
resolutions to the family of the deceased, and pub- 
lish the same in the daily papers. 

The above were unanimously adopted, and on 
motion of Mr. Clark the meeting adjourned.

The Straw Board Trade. 


The manufacturers of and the dealers in straw 
boards were in session at the Grand Central Ho- 
tel, this city, on Thursday and yesterday. The 
manufacturers’ meeting was presided over by J. 
L. Norton, of Lockport, Ill., vice president of 
the Straw Board Association, and B. C. Faurot, 
its secretary and treasurer, recorded the pro- 
ceedings. Thomas E. Gaskill, of Philadelphia, 
was the chairman of the dealers’ meeting, and 
John F. Spaulding was secretary. The object 
of calling together the two organizations was 
more particularly to hear and investigate 
charges of cutting prices which had been brought 
against various members. Three very exciting 
sessions took place on Thursday, and the last one 
was held yesterday morning. A number of the 
members indulged in quite a stormy debate. 
Owing to the absence of one or two parties 
charged with cutting prices, that subject could 
not be settled, and a committee was appointed, 
specially charged with securing the attendance 
of the absent members at an adjourned meeting, 
to take place at the Grand Pacific Hotel, Chi- 
cago, on Thursday next, September 8. Previous 
to the adjournment, the committee on lining 
boards fixed the price at 90c. per 100 sheets to 
consumers, less 10 per cent. todealers. This isa 
reduction of 10c. per 100 sheets, the former price 
being $1. The dealers and manufacturers are 
requested by the officers of both associations to 
attend this adjourned meeting, as matters of 
vital importance will be brought before it.

Measuring the Power of Belts. 





The Mechanical Engineer mentions a simple 
and it thinks effective device for measuring the 
power of driving belts without going into any 
tedious dynamometric calculations. An ordinary 
two-part clamp, with a hook on one plate, is se- 
cured to the belt, and to the hook is attached a 
common spring balance such as icemen use. 
The other end of this is in turn fastened to the 
nearest wall or timber that will give a direct 
pull. The engine is then started, and the read- 
ing of the spring balance at the moment the 
belt slips is the actual resistance or tension of 
the belt on the pulley. This multiplied by the 
speed of the belt per minute gives the total foot- 
pounds transmitted by it for the time reckoned. 
This will, it is thought, prove a very useful de- 
vice for parties hiring power, as there cannot 
be any question of accuracy of calculation, any 
theories of width of belt per horse-power, or any 
error of any kind, because the actual dead pull 
of the particular belt in question under test, with 
all its perfections or imperfections, as they act- 
ually exist is given.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket worked closely, and borrowers on call were 
compelled during the week to pay as high as 
1.64 of 1 per cent. per diem in addition to legal 
interest. The rates ranged from 5 to 6 per 
cent. on pledge of acceptable stock collaterals, 
and at the close the current quotation was 6 per 
cent.

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THE PAPER TRADE.—The same encourag- 
ing features which have characterized the con- 
dition of the market for several weeks still pre- 
vail.

The arrivals in- 
clude the Prince Umberto with 3,902 bales, all 
sold to manufacturers to arrive; the City of 
Perth with 4,173 bales, all except 1,800 bales, sold 
to manufacturers to arrive, and the James 
Aiken with 517 bales, sold to a paper maker 
prior to arrival.

Prices for both Ground Wood Pulp and Chem- 
ical Fibre are unchanged, and for the latter are 
held very firm. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The slight improvement in the condition of the 
market noted in our last, has been sustained this 
week. Although the drought has somewhat less- 
ened the demand for stock, the supply held by 
many manufacturers has become very small, 
and much of the stock here in the hands of im- 
porters having been very much reduced, con- 
sumers have no other alternative but to advance 
their offers for desirable goods, which some of 
them have done; hence we are able to report an 
increased number of transactions. Holders of 
good Linens and Cottons already here appear 
very indifferent at many of the offers now being 
made, as they cannot be duplicated at what they 
can now be bought at, as the foreign markets 
are still so much higher than ours.

EASTERN STATES. 
The Franklin Paper Mill, Holyoke, Mass., has 
three months’ orders ahead. 


The Nonotuck Mill, Holyoke, Mass,, is running 
cutters night and day. A new 18-inch turbine 
has been put in, giving sixty horse-powers. 

F. H. Whittlesey is laying the foundation for 
a large addition to his paper mill at Windsor 
Locks, Conn. 

The Carew Manufacturing Company, South 
Hadley Falls, Mass., has been puting in some new 
drainers, and is about to set a new steel boiler. 
It will also build a new chimney ninety-six feet 
high. 

The Collins Paper Company, North Wilbra- 
ham, Mass., proposes to raise its dam three feet, 
thereby opening up several new privileges. 

The Adams Paper Company, South Adams, 
Mass., is running nights to fill orders. The re- 
pairs on the dam and trunk leading to the mill 
are nearly finished. 


D. H. & J. C. Newton, Holyoke, Mass., have 
bought an extensive water privilege at Hartland 
Falls, Vt., which they will soon improve with a 
view to taking there the wood-grinding depart- 
ment of the Chemical Paper Company. The 
river has a natural fall of eight feet and a dam 
about seven feet high is to be built, which will 
give a fall of fifteen feet or more. This power 
is said to be one of the finest in the vicinity, and 
has not been used for twenty years. The New- 
tons will build a mill, and the pulp will be 
brought to Holyoke and used at the Chemical 
mill. 

Tanner & Faxon, Lee, Mass., will rebuild 
their paper mill burned last Sunday evening, at 
once. The site has been three times burned 
over, first when it was owned by Eldridge & 
Northup, second when it was owned by Gil- 
more & Blanchard, and the last a year or two 
ago, when it was owned by James Gilmore. 
Considerable of the machinery can be used 
again. It is conceded that the fire originated in 
the rag room and was caused by spontaneous 
combustion. 

The Glasko Paper Company has just bought 
the farm adjoining its mill at Glasko, Conn., 
from Palmer Brown, for about six thousand 
dollars. It intends adding a two-story addition 
to its mill, and fixing it up with machinery for 
the manufacture of cotton yarn. It also con- 
templates erecting four large dwelling houses. 


Nearly all of the mills in Connecticut are 
said to be short of water, many of them run- 
ning half-time. 

The pulp mill lately built by Kingsley Broth- 
ers is located at Salisbury, Vt., and not at Mid- 
dlebury, as previously reported, and it will be 
run on wet pulp. 

It is stated that Tanner & Faxon find little of 
the machinery burned in their mills at Lee, 
Mass., the other night available, and the loss will 
be nearly total. The firm will rebuild on a new 
plan, having the main mill only one story, with 
rag room and stock house in a separate fire- 
proof building. They will have four 450-pound 
beaters and a 62-inch Fourdrinier machine. 


The paper mills at Dalton, Mass., are running 
by steam a portion of the time on account of low 
water in the Ashmere reservoir. 


The leather board mill at Saccarappa, Me., 
has suspended operations for awhile to make 
necessary repairs. 


MIDDLE STATES. 

C. F. Young, of Atglen, Pa., is repairing the 
paper mill at Penningtonville, Pa., formerly 
known as the Bicking mill. This mill has not 
been running for some years, and has been re- 
ported abandoned. Improvements are being 
made to the mill, and a new 36-inch turbine has 
been put in. 


WESTERN STATES. 

Lewiston, Idaho, is to have a paper mill. 

The Rock River Paper Company, Beloit, Wis., 
is building a new steam mill with a seventy-two 
inch straw board machine, double cylinder, 
seventeen cast steel driers. The machine sets on 
stone piers. 

The new mill of the Valley Pulp and Paper 
Company, at Appleton, Wis., recently put in 
operation, has two 800-pound beaters, one 800- 
pound washer, a sixty-eight inch Fourdrinier 
machine, two runs of stones, and is turning out 
a product of 6,000 pounds of print paper per day. 

The Mead Paper Company, Dayton, Ohio, is 
busily engaged in rebuilding its mill, and claims 
that, when it starts up, it will have the most 
complete mill in the West.

Pulp Strainer. 


An English improvement in pulp strainers is in- 
tended to be used—ist, for straining half stuff 
from weeds, roots and dirt before placing in the 
beating engine ; 2d, for straining beaten stuff from 
partially beaten stuff while passing through the 
beating engine, or during the process, or inter- 
mediate between the process of beating, if more 
than one; 3d, for straining paper pulp before 
passing to the paper machine as a substitute for 
the ordinary jog strainer or revolving strainer. 

For these purposes a strainer is made of strong 
strainer plates of the ordinary construction fixed 
in a vat in an inclined position, and preferably 
with the cuts transverse or diagonal to the flow 
of the stuff, which follows the inclination of the 
plates. In the bottom of the vat is a disk and

part. The clean or beaten or finished pulp 
passes through the strainer by the aid of the 
action of the disk and diaphragm, and the weeds, 
roots and dirt, or the partially beaten stuff or 
the hard and foreign particles, lumps, knots and 
dirt roll down the inclined strainer plate, so that 
no accumulation thereof takes place on the sur- 
face of the plate, and the strainer is self-clearing. 
It is most convenient and effective to use two or 
more similar strainers, and for the stuff to flow 
over the surface of one of them on to that of 
the next, and so from one to another till all of 
the clean pulp has passed through, and all for- 
eign matter is strained out or separated. 

A rectangular tray or vat of cast-iron, wood, 
or other suitable materia), is provided and fitted

The strainer is worked in two divisions, the 
first with plates of the usual fineness, and the 
second with much finer plates. In order to keep 
the surface of the second or finer part of the 
strainer free from dirt or foreign matter that 
accumulates, there is applied an automatic ap- 
paratus which is driven by a worm wheel and
